LOSS DP IK THE MILLIONS.

London, Xo\. 20—One of the most 


disastrous flrei in l^ondon's h.^tur> 
since the great fire of lt>CG broke out 
in a large block of buildings just after 
noon. The flames were fanned by a 
strong wind, and were fed by highly 
inflammable stocks of Christmas fancy 
goodb and flimsy dress materials of all 
descriptions that filled every floor of 
the 6-story buildings in <fte old street. 


For four hours and a half the flames 


had their own way, and it was only 
after more than a hundred engines bad 
worked an hour thai the chief of the 
fire brigade sent out the signal that 
the fire was under control. 


The scene must occupy the fire bri- 


gade for several days, especially in 
view of the grave danger of the col- 
lapse of shells of buildings, which fall 
now and again with a loud report. 


The latest accounts indicate that 


nearly 150 warehouses have been de- 
stroyed, while the loss will probably 
exceed £5.000,000 ($25,000,000). 


The fire was due to an explosion in 


connection with a gas engine on the 
premises of Walter Brown & Company, 
mantel manufacturers. 


In less than a quarter of an hour 


tbe flames had enveloped the adjoining 
warehouse, and thence they leaped 
across the street to an enormous paper 
warehouse. 


Men risked tbeir lives in desperate 


efforts to save day books, ledgers, 
feafhers, jewelry, valuable chinaware, 
etc. One man actually hazarded bis 
life to fetch his hat and cane. 200 feet 
of stonework and glasswork falling at 
his heels as he emerged from the build- 
ing. 


By dusk the picture presented was 


extremely brilliant. Four streets were 
blazing on botn sides. The red flames 
from every point shone out against the 
black sky, and 
through tbe wide 


spreading mass of dull, leaden smoke, 
tinged with tongues of yellow flre; and 
here and there, where the flre had sub- 
sided somewhat, the street lamps, 
stripped by the heat of their burners 
and glass frames, blazed with big jets 
from the open pipes, like monster dan- 
ger torches. 


A Boomer Warned. 


Wichita, Kan., Nov. 20.—E. L.. Hews,

been notified by the federal officers in 
the territory that any attempt to forci- 
bly lead an expedition across the line 
of the Indian reservation will be dealt 
with severely.

At Barcelona a committee has 
been appointed with instructions to 
come to Madrid next Monday to or- 
ganize a meeting of senators and dep- 
uties to protest against the conces- 
sions.

In nothing baa tbe superiority ot 


modem over former methods been made 
more manifest than in the various proc- 
esses employed for gilding. Now the 
greater portion of gilded articles we 
gold covered by means of tbe electrical 
bath. Formerly gilding was done by 
laborious and troublesome processes in 
certain stages detxijaeatal to tho health 
of the workman. The old time gilder 
need an amalgam of gold and mercury, 
causing it to adhere to the bronze arti- 
cle by means of nitrate of mercury, the 
nitrons and mercurial fumes being poi- 
sonous, always endangering the health 
of the workman and sometimes induc- 
ing incurable disease. Now the article to 
be gilded is placed in an electrical bath, 
the current is turned on, and in a short 
time the piece is ready for the burnish- 
er. Gilding by means of gold leaf and 
gold powder is still practiced, the work 
being mostly done by hand, but its del- 
icacy is such as to require long practice 
and great experience. An amateur gild- 
er has no earthly chance of success, 
His work will always show the inexpe- 
rience of the workman.—St Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

cup of the unripe seed vessel When 
they are soaked for a short time in hot 
water, the flowers soften and readily 
unroll, so that till of the parts may be 
seen. 


Tbe entire clove tree is highly aro- 


matic, and tbe foot stalks of tbe leaves 
have nearly the same pungent quality 
as she calyx of the flower.—Philadel- 
phia Times.

O- H. Bell, a prominent merchant of 


Liberty, Neb., told an interesting story 
of how a swarm of lightning bugs caus- 
ed a shot and shell engagement between 
two armies during the late war. 


"I was a member of the Twenty-fifth 


Ohio regiment," said Mr. Bell, "and 
Mr. G. W. Harris, whom 1 met on my 
visit here, was with the Fifty-fifth Ten- 


eaee. I just discovered that we fought 


each other one nigbt in May, 1864, at 
New Hope Church, Ga, Lightning bngs 
in Georgia are more plentiful than wa- 
termelons in August by several millions 
to the square mile, and on more than 
one occasion they gave us trouble.

GREATNESS UNDERVALUED.

Not Wonilor. Once. 


In these modern days, when tbe most 


extravagant laudations are paid by lit- 
tle cliques to little poets and mediocre 
actors, and the langnage of eulogy is 
exhausted on what seems very small 
provocation, it is difficult to picture a 
time •when not only tbe minor bard and 
the second class actors were severely 
dealt with, but even the best and great- 
est were exposed to irreverent criticism. 
Robert Greene, who, however, was in 
the same line of business ("wrote him- 
self"), 
declared 
his 
contemporary 


Shakespeare to be "an upstart crow, 
who, in his own conceit, was the only 
shakesccne in the country." Dryden 
wrote of the bard of Avon: "Ho writes 
in many places below the dullest writ- 
ers of our or any preceding *£<:. Never 
did any author precipitate himself from 


heights of thoughts to such low 


expressions. He is the Janus of poets. 
and yon have scarcely tune to admire 
one face ere yon despise the other. " 


Coming nearer to our own times, it 


is generally, but quite erroneously, sup- 
posed that the Waverly novels were re- 
ceived with a universal accord of ac- 
claim on their first appearance, but this 
is by no means the case. La many of 
the contemporary organs of criticism 
they were "damned with faint praise, " 
and in some even without it 


Mrs. Siddons, again — a statue to 


whom was uncovered in Paddington by 
Sir Henry Irving — is supposed to have 
taken the town by storm and to have 
been at once acknowledged the queen of 
her profession.

There is no state appropriation for 


this work, and the 2 cent stamp with 
each letter allows the business to be 
earned on. 


The applicant must fill the blank fur- 


nished him with his age, address, na- 
tionality, number of people dependent 
upon him, his occupation, how long 
idle, whether he can read and write, 
kind of work and wages desired, name 
of last employer, how long employed, 
cause of idleness and wages required. 
' 
On each application blank is printed 


this note: "The bureau does not war- 
rant to find yon employment. If it can 
place your labor, yon will be notified. 
As no appropriation is made by the 
state to cover the expense of this service.

Another move is to be made in New 


York by the Brotherhood of Tailors, 
with its organization of 15.000 members, 
to abolish the sweating, or contract, 
system. Meyer Schoenf eld, who is the 
business agent of the brotherhood, has 
started the crusade 


The executive board of the brother- 


hood has addressed a circular to tho 
Clothing Manufacturers' association, 
calling upon it to arrange a conference 
for tbe purpose of abolishing the con- 
tract system by peaceful means. 


"The great strikes," says the com- 


mittee, "which have been taking place 
year after year on the east sulo huvo 
been tbe cause of great loss to niannfac 
tnrers as well as workers. Derange- 
ments in the industry have occurred 
which it has taken months to recover 
from, and the workers have snStjred 
from long periods of starvation." 


Schoeufeld believes that not only will 


strikes be prevented by the abohtiou of 
the contract system, bnt nil clashes of 
any kind with the employers. He argues 
that tho wholesalers will find it more 
profitable to open shops and employ 
their men directly 
Tho jirufits which 


are now made by contractors can bo dis- 
nbutcd in tho form of higher wages, 
and the working day can be reduced to 
a reasonable length.

livrd in this city until a few 


years ago, and may be living here still, 
* (rail, careworn little woman whose 
life bad been linked with on* of tho 
most uuhappy aud yet most iatexvistiug 
rumuxic< s in the annal* of this ceutu- 
ry's crime. She was th« wit'u of John 
Clark, oua of th« most remarkable crim- 
inals of bis time. Although a thorough- 
ly respectable, well educated and high 
snin uwi woman and a devout member of 
Ike church, she lived with him for 
years, tried her best to reform him, 
•oaf bt to protect him from the officers 
who were ever on his trail and was 
faithful to bint to the end. 


Clark was the son of a prosperous 


bnaitteat man in Rochester. 
When he 


was a boy. he figured in all sorts of 
wild escapades, was arrested several 
times for small offenses and had devel- 
oped into a professional crook before he 
WM 2C years old. One of his most nota- 
ble traits was bis love of display. He 
was small and slender, with clean cut 
features and black, curling hair. He al- 
ways wore a silk hat, a low cat vest, 
white kid gloves and small, pointed 
shoes that pinched hi? tiny feet He al- 
to wore several large diamonds on bia 
fingers and shirt front 
When he was 


still very young, but long after his rep- 
utation had made him a terror to the 
town, he eloped with his cousin, a 
beautiful young girl, carefully reared. 
It was a short honeymoon. The authori- 
ties were too hot on his trail to allow 
him to prolong his stay with his wife, 
so, leaving her with friends, be set ont 
again on bis travels. From tbat time 
until his death bis visits to his wife 
were far apart and uncertain. He was 
too busy carrying out hit, bold plans for 
robbery to stay long in the town. 


Jailer Johu Cawthra of Rochester, 


who knew Clark well and \\as present 
when he was hanged in that town, ia 
conversation recalled the desperado. 


"Clark was tho nerviest man I ever 


know," said the old jailer 
"When he 


was oa one of his visits In Rochester, he 
was walking one day through the ar- 
cade, right in the center of the town 
It was crowded with people, and they 
all knew who he was. With his gay 
clothes and handsome face hp was very 
conspicuous. He was walking with a 
girl—he was a great mau for the girls— 
and he was twirling a cigarette in his 
month. A but, strapping man passed 
them, looked back iato the girl's face 
and smiled. That angered Clark. With- 
out a moment's hesitation he drew a re- 
volver from bis pocket and fired. The 
bullet kncukcd off two of the man's fin- 
gers. Clark wiped the revolver with his 
handkerchief, put it back iu hia pocket,
